In the location and grading of railroads, it is usual to reduce the road 
in all parts, as near to a level as possible, and in effecting this object, to 
make many curvatures, some of them of small radius. Thus, a very con- 
siderable increase of expenditure and of distance is occasioned, which 
appears to me dnexpédient. 

It idttrne, fhat iff railroad could be made perfectly level, or very nearly 
so, without being unreasonably curved, such a road would be betier than 
an undulating one; because the locomotive engines would require to be 
transported less frequently over the'ground, to cohvey aeertain quantity 
of goodls on such a road, although the expenditure of steam for conveying 
the train, independent of the locomotive, would be as great on the level 
road as on the undulating one. A perfectly level road, however, is im- 
practicable in most parts of the country, except at an expense far exceed- 
ing the value of the benefit gained. Hence, it is probable that few roads 
will hereafter be made, without ascents and descents, in some parts, at the 
rate of forty to fifty feet per mile. 

Such ascents being admitted in some parts of the road, the locomotives 
will take no greater trains than they can draw up those ascents. Hence, 
it will be useless to make excavations, em ts, and curvatures, to 
avoid other ascents of the same grade. 

A locomotive will take a train up an ascent of twenty-one feet to the 
mile, and down a descent of the same length and grade, with precisely the 
same expenditure of steam, if it be constantly used, as would be ired 
to take the same train over the same distance, on a perfect level. it the 
train were such as to require for drawing it on a level, a pressure of steam 
on the piston of thirty-six pounds to the inch, above the atmosphere, 
then on the ascent of twenty-one feet per mile, it would require sixty- 
three pounds per inch, and on the descent of the same grade, nine pounds 
per inch, making the average thirty-six pounds, or the same as on the 
level. Thus, 63+ 7=72+2= 36 pounds. 

If, however, the road were composed of alternate ascents and descents, 
at the rate of from thirty to forty feet per mile, with but short levels 
between them, the engine would trasport such train as it could draw on 
} the road, with a less expenditure of steam than it would require to trans- 
port the same train on a level. This might be effected by shutting off the 
steam from the piston on descents, and suffering the train to progress by 
its own gravity. The saving in this case, compared with the other, would 
arise from dispensing, on half the distance, with the amount of steam, 
viz. about fifteen pounds to the inch, which is required to overcome the 
external resistance of the atmosphere. There would also be a further 
saving from the constant use of high steam, if the supposed fact be cor- 
rect, that a certain volume of steam under a pressure of one hundred 
pounds to the inch, can be produced with less than double the fuel which 
is required to produce the same volume of steam under a pressure of fifty 
pounds to the inch. 

And the result, as to the expenditure of steam, will be equally favour- 
able on ascents and descents, as great as fifty feet to the mile (excepting 
the before-mentioned inconvenience of transporting the engine a greater 
number of times over the ground), as with ascents and descents of a less 
grade, provided the inclined planes be not so long as to require the check- 
ing of the velocity of the train, by artificial means in descending ; for the 
momentum acquired in the descent, will continue the motion on the suc- 
ceeding level or ascent, until the power expended in overcoming gravity in 
ascending is reimbursed. 

It is further to be observed, that if there be admitted on a road, inclined 
planes of several miles in length, and of a certain grade, shorter planes 


venience, because the momentum acquired by the velocity of the train, 
before commencing an ascent, will give considerable assistance in over- 
coming it. A velocity of twenty miles per hour would give a momentum, 
if I have estimated it rightly, sufficient to raise the train about twelve feet 
in perpendicular height. Thus a road having long inclined planes, graded 
at forty feet per mile, will admit those not exceeding two-thirds of a mile 
in length graded at fifty feet, or not exceeding one-third of a mile in 
length at sixty feet. 

Hence, it is unnecessary, on long inclined planes intended for locomo- 
tives, to make them of uniform ascent, as the momentum gained where 
the ascent is below the average, will assist in overcoming the resistance 
where it is above. 

The making of curves in railroads, to avoid slight ascents and descents, 
is productive of several inconveniences. 

1. It increases the cost of the road, by its greater length, and proportion. 
ably greater expenditure for land, foundation and rails. 

2. By the increase of length, the time of travel and the expenditure of 
steam, is increased in nearly the same proportion. 

3. The expenditure of steam is further increased, in overcoming the strain 
and friction occasioned by the operation of the wheels on the curves, the 
power expended not being reimbursed, like that expended in overcoming 
ascents. The resistance on short curves upon a level is found to be greater 
than on a straight ascent of thirty feet per mile. 

4. The wear of carriages and locomotives, and their liability to break or 
become disordered, is increased by the greater distance, and by the strain on 
the curves, which racks every part of the machinery to a degree much com- 
plained of by practical engineers. 

5. The wear of the rails, and their liability to disorder is increased. 

6. The danger of running off the road is increased. 

Hence, a road should be made as straight as possible, without a great 
increase of expense, and without encountering ascents unreasonably great. 

I will add a suggestion in relation to cars for burthen. The greater the 
load carried by each car, the less will be the weight and cost of cars, com- 
pared with the goods transported. Materials increase in strength in pro- 
portion to the cube of the diameter, while the weight and volume increase 
in proportion to the square. Hence the cost of materials, workmanship, 
and transportation of cars, will all be reduced, by using as strong cars with 
as great loads as the road will permit. A further advantage in strong 
cars and heavy loads to each, will be found in shortening the train, and 
thus decreasing the strain in turning curves. As locomotive engines with 
six wheels are used, weighing with their water and fuel, eighteen or twenty 
thousand pounds, I can see no serious objection to the use of burthen cars 
of four wheels, weighing with their load, five and a half or six tons, with a 
proportionate increase of weight when six or eight wheels are used. 

Objections have been made to the matter contained in the forepart of 
this essay: 1. That on an undulating road, the steam must be blown off 
and wasted on descents, owing to its superabundant quantity: 2. That 
although none were used cn descents, the pressure of steam could not be 
kept up sufficiently, because none would pass through the flue to aid the 
draught. The two objections are contradictory of each other. They can 
both be obviated by proper power in the boiler, with an adequate steam 
chamber, and by proper attention to the supplies of fire and water. They 
are not felt as serious inconveniences with the best engines on the 
Columbia railroad. There is one plane on that road of upwards of ten 
miles, and another of seven miles, where the cars will descend by their 
gravity. The engineers cause a fresh supply of water to be put into the 
boiler at the head of the plane, and no fuel till near the foot of it, and 
thus they avoid the necessity of blowing off steam. If they were to add 
fuel, they would have to discharge steam, which shows that both objections 
are of little importance, in comparison with the advantages of a straight 
road at a diminished expense. 

If it should be found that without particular attention to the addition 
of water and fuel on descents of moderate length, where the train pro 
gresses by gravity, there will be an inconvenient surplus of steam, the 
difficulty can be obviated by the use of a damper to check the draught.— 
Journal of the Franklin Institute.

It requires little skill to prove that the shipping in- 
of this country is most disgracefully taxed, when the duty upon 
timber is taken into consideration, By the high duties upon 
timber, the first cost of a vessel, worth 2200/., amounts to 500/. more 
than it ought, which entails a yearly expenditure upon the ship-owner of 
not less than 120/.; viz. insurance upon 500/., at twelve per cent., 60. 
interest, and’ deterioration of capital, 600/., at ten per cent., 60/., together 
120. 

As you must be well acquainted with the working of coals in this and 
other districts, you would only be acting fairly to the coal-owners of the 
north, as well as opening the eyes of the public upon this interesting sub- 
ject, if you would favour your readers with a comparative view of the cost 
of working coals here and elsewhere, Do the coal-owners here pay less 
mine rents, way-leave rents, out-strokes, and in-strokes, less wages to 
their pitmen and other labourers employed in and about the mines, or 
less for timber and other stores necessary for working mines, than are 
paid by coal-owners in other parts, and, what is of more moment to the 
consumer, do they charge more for the coals at the pits, or delivered on 
board ship, than coal-owners in other parts of England. The prices at 
this time to the ships to the Tyne, are from 6s. to 10s. 3d. per ton, for 
coals in the very best merchantable condition, The rates of coal-freights 
to London, are from 10s. to 11s. per ton. The City charges 1s, 1d. per 
ton. Lights, and other petty charges, 1s. 8d. per ton. These charges, 
together, constitute the pool price for coals ; you will, therefore, perceive, 
that the city of London derives a much greater profit from the north 
country coal-trade, than it is possible for the coal-owners to make them- 

ves. 

“The way-heave rents of many collieries in this neighbourhood amount to 
full as much as the mine rents, When the lead of a colliery is long, say 
from five to ten miles, the yearly way-heaye rents amount to as much, and 
more than the value of the ground over which such railroads pass, besides 
having to pay double damage per acre to the farmer, poor-rates, taxes, 
and cesses. When public railroads, which are free from these dreadful 
charges, came into use, his Grace the Duke of Northumberland, who de-

Sia,—As you have taken up the question respecting the price of coals 
in the north with more temper and judgment than many of your corres- 
pondents, I am induced to send you a list of the prices of the various sorts 
of coals shipped at this port, which I hope you will publish in your ex- 
cellent Journal, in order that the public may be informed what portion of 
the price they pay for coals goes into the hands of the coal-owners in the 
/ north ; and out of which they have to pay mine-rent, pitmen’s wages, also 
salaries to various agents, viewers and overlookers of the mines, expense 
of steam-engines for drawing the coals, and for pumping water out of the 
mines, formation of waggon-ways, way-leave rents to land-owners for pass- 
ing over their lands to shipping berths for their coals, with other heavy 
charges. And considering the great risk attendant on all mining opera- 
tions, the most furious of your correspondents against the coal-owners 
will, I expect, admit that they ought to have such a price for their coals 
as will pay them interest for their money, and a return of the capital laid 
out in winning the mines before they are exhausted; but which, I am 
sorry to say, in too many instances, is not the case. M.

PROCEEDINGS OF SCIENTIFIC MEETINGS. 
io 
ASSOCIATION OF GERMAN NATURALISTS, 
(From the Atheneum.) 


JENA, 2th Sept, 18396.—It will be remembered that although this German 
Scientific Meeting be the original aud parent society, it is more limited than 
the British in respect to the branches of science that it embraces. Its 
limitations, however, refer alone to the objects of its researches, as it admits 
as a member every person who has published a book upen any subject of 
natural philosophy, pathology, or medicine; as members without right of 
suffrage, all who occupy themselves theoretically or practically with the 
above-mentioned subjects ; and as visitors aud audience, all amateurs thereof. 
By all these several classes the meeting at Jena was numerously attended ; 
and amongst the distinguished persons who were present, were the Grand 
Dukes of S. Weimar-Pisenach and of Oldenburg; the Duke of 8, Alten- 
burg; the hereditary Prince of S. Weimar-Eisenach, and the Princes 
George of S. Altenburg, and Edward of 8S, Weimar-Eisenach ; and between 
twenty aad thirty ministers and official dignitaries, civil and military, of the 
principalities of S. Weimar, Oldenburg, and S, Altenburg. Amongst the 
most distinguished members were—Alexander von Humboldt, Counts Mua- 
ster and Sternberg, von Lillrow, Tilesins, von Thiele, von Tiirekheim, von 
Buch, von Froriep, von Streuve, von Hoff, Nees von Esenbech, Neefis, 
Midler, Lichtenstein, Ehrenberg, Weber, Cotta, D’Oleire, Trommsdorff, 
Feune, Kries, Hansen, Braudes, Sachs, Kunze, Reichenbach, Reum, 
Valentin, Rieninger, Textor, Fuchs, Goppert, Kruckenberg, Schweitzer, 
Wendt, Unger, Take. Rosenberger, Mantz, Busch, Metscherlich, Carus, 
Kunth, Kieser, Zenker, two Starks, two Suceows, Voigt, Huschke, Bach- 
mann, Fischer, Fries, Dobereiner, Wackenroder, &c. From Great Britain ; 
Professors Daubeny of Oxford, Graham of Glasgow, Kane of Dublin, the 
Irish Chief Baron Joy, and Messrs. Joy, Tombs, Percival Johnson, and 
Norton Wright. From Russia: Generals Czeffky and Sabloukoff; Mesars, 
Golonin, Pischke, Peterson, Eichwald of Wilna, &c. From Belgium, M. 
a@’Homalins d’Hallay. From the Netherlands, Baron de Westreenen de 
Tiellandt. From Switzerland, M, Luc Mazelet, M.D, of Lansanne. From 
Greece, Dr. Réser of Athens; and from Mexico, M. Friedricks, For the 
accommodation of all these learned persons, great preparations had been 
made ; and the Grand-Ducal and Academical Libraries and Museums, as 
well as private scientific collections and cabinets were freely opened for their 
use. The general meetings, of which there were four, were held in the hall 
of the University, which was enlarged for the occasion, 

The first of these general meetings was opened by Geheime Hofrath (Privy 
Councillor) Dr. Kieser, with an eloquent speech, in which, after welcoming 
the assembly to Jena, and alluding to the objects and condition of the 
University, and dwelling upon the great philosophers and naturalists whom 
Jena bad produced, he took a sketch of the history of the German Associa- 
tion. Fifteen years ago this consisted of only thirteen persons, and was 
scarcely noticed in Germany ; it last year numbered at its assemblage 500 
members, and now aitracts associates and friends not only from every corner 
of Germany, but also from every part of Europe, and even from beyond 
the Atlantic. In imitation of this Association, others had been established 
in England, France, the Netherlands, and America. Dr. Kieser concluded 
with a few general remarks, and, after some formal business, papers and 
scientific commu. ications from different parts of Europe were laid before the 
meeting, Dr. Midler, of Berlin, gave a deseription of the structure of the 
moon, exhibiting a complete map of its surface. Amongst other remarkable 
points, he invited attention to the annular mountains, and their probable 
origin from gaseous (not volcanic) eruptions, and refuted the error of sup- 

sing the moon to contain any reservoirs of water. Professor Gippert, of 
Sreslau, exhibited specimens of artificial petrifactions, which he obtained by 
impregnation of animal and vegetable substances with metals, carbonic acid, 
salts, and subsequent slow combustion. One of the most interesting papers 
was that of Hofrath Osann, ef Wirzbung, respecting the periodical rise aad 
full of the Kissengen saline spring, recurring ten times in four-and. twenty 
hours. This spring abounds in carbonic acid gas; and, to the subterranean 
pressure of this elastic gas, perpetually engendered by a neighbouring vol. 
eano, which, though externally extinct, probably still internally survives, 
Mr. Osanna ascribes the rive of the water—its fall to the diminution of pres- 
sure by the escape of the gas. 

The Association now divided itself into seven sections, of the proceedings 
of each of which we proceed to give a short account. 

Section I.—Puysico-Cuemicar Somncn.-This Section is formed by 
the union of two original Sections, and consequently contains a double set 
of officers. Greh. Hofrath Muncke, President for Mathematics and Physics ; 
Hofrath Dobereiner for Chemistry; Hofrath Osann, Seeretary for Mathe- 
matics and Physics; Professor G. Suckow, for Chemistry. 

September 20.—Hofrath Dobereiner exhibite’ some octohedral crystals of 


smelting. M. Winckler, of Zwingenberg, produced several new preparations 
of acids, animal and vegetable, and Professor Dalk the results of his endea 


by Neumann, of Konigsberg. Ritter von Holger explained his method of 
producing the pure tanning principle by means of vitriolic ether, and exhi- 
bited a new substance, obtained from the root of the tormentil. 
Muncke delivered a discourse upon ‘“ Tellurice Magnetism, as influenced by 
the heat of the bottom of the sea;"’ Professor Dove, of Berlin, another 
upon the ‘ Circular Polarization of Light, by heat and pressure,"’ exhibiting 
his experiments ; and Hofr. Tilesius, another upon ** Land aud Sea Ty- 
phons ’*—which Inst he ascribes to submarine volcanic eruptions. 

September 2\.—Hofr, Dobereiner communicated iaformation received 
respecting Schwerd's description of some phenomena of the refraction of 
light, and Mr. Cross’s discovery of the influence of electricity upon erystal- 
lization, together with corroborative statements, taken by Dr. Neef from the 
London Atheneum, upon the conversion of yellow sulphate of copper to grey 
by electricity. This was followed by discussions upon certain acids, upoa 
the amalgamation of metals, and the separation and generation of cases. 
Geh. Hofr, Fries read a communication from Hofr. Schottin, of Kistritz, 
respecting an iron mortar, rendered magnetic by lightning, and a project of 
Professor Gensler, for driving machinery by electricity; and Dr. Messer- 
schmidt endeavoured, unsuccessfully, to disprove the repulsion of ideutically 
electric poles. 

September 23.—Hofr. Dobereiner read various communications ; one fron 
the Russian Major-General Tscheffskin, upon the waste of gold aad silver 
during calcination; besides communications from M. de Mons, Prof. Hiine- 
feld, of Griefswald, Apothecary Remer, and Hofr. Hrande, relating chiefly to 
the component ingredients of mincral waters, their action upoa the animal 
body, and the nature of some animal and vegetable products. Professor 
Mitscherlich exhibited some artificial minerals and spars, and made some 
remarks upon volcanic operations. 
September 24, 25, and 26.—Various statements were made, and discourses 
delivered, upon electricity, magnetism, crystallization, aad petrifaction, of 
less general interest than those we have specified. Some mechanical im- 
yements were exhibited, others described, and several books were preseated 
y their authors to the section.

The proceedings of Public Meetings during the week occupy so 
much space as to render this course necessary, which we do not 
regret, as the favours of owr Subscribers and Correspondents are 
such that we can only endeavour to requite obligations conferred. 





The influence which the prices of materiale have on mining 
operations must be apparent to all embarked in adventures of this 
nature, forming, as it also did, a subject dwelt upon with considerable 
force, and, we may add, with an equal degree of fairness in the 
formation of several companies; the prospectuses pointing out the 
amount saved in this branch of expenditure, which was alone 
sufficient to warrant the resumption.of many mines previously aban- 
doned from the saving thus effected, without taking into considera- 
tion the economy observed arising from the improvements in ma- 
chinery, the reduced consumption of fuel, and other advantages 
attained of late years, Referring to a table which we introduced in 
a late number of the comparative prices of 1834 and 1836, with 
a statement of the advance since the year 1831, it will be found 
that the great rise which has lately taken place in many articles 


of large consumption in mines, must materially affect the 
monthly cost; and that estimates made in 1834 cannot now be re- 
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lied upon for the guidance of directors or proprietors, or be taken as 
the bases of the expenditure at the present time. In castings the fol- 
lowing considerable advance has taken place since 1831, as will be 
observed by reference to the table already cited :—For cylinders, 
air-pumps, &c., the price has risen from 20/. per ton, at which they 
then were, to 301. per ton, or 50 per cent.; cylinder cases have 
doubled their price, being now 24/. per ton; stamp-heads, which 
were at 5/. 10s. per ton, are now quoted at 9/. 10s.; plain pumps, 
four-inch bore, in like manner have nearly also doubled their price, 
being now 12/. per ton, when the current price was, we remember, 
61. 108.; plunger poles from 21/. have risen to 36/.; whim-kibbles, 
18l. to 251. per ton; and all other parts of machinery, whether 
castings or wrought-iron, have, on an average, increased in price 
at least 50 per cent. ‘This rise, so considerable as to affect the pro- 
duttive working of mines very materially, has not, however, been 
confined to the iron-trade alone; coals, so indispensable in the 
working of deep mines, have attained the price of 16s. 6d. per ton 
(at the Quay, in Cornwall), being an advance of 50 per cent. on 
the price paid in 1834. Candles have advanced 30 per cent.; and 
an increase of price has also taken place in timber, ropes, &c., but 
not so considerable as those which we have quoted, being not more 
than from 20 to 30 per cent. Indeed, not further to particularise 
articles necessary for mining operations, it must be clear that these 
advances very seriously alter the position and advantages antici- 
pated some two years past from working mines in Cornwall; and 
which remark will apply to the kingdom generally, if we except 
coal and iron mines, the value of the produce of which has so very 
considerably and, we contend, unnaturally increased, being 100 
per cent. above the prices quoted some two or three years since. 

It is true, with reference to copper ores, that a considerable ad- 
vance has taken place in the standard, which is this week quoted at 
1311. 19s., having been as low as 102/. 3s. in 1834, and lately having 
attained that of 139/. 16s. ‘Tin and lead have also advanced in like 
manner ; but with this rise in the price of metals, wages have ad- 
vanced—the demand for labour having increased in like proportion, 
while the expense of materials used by the miners have had their 
natural tendency of increasing the price of labour. We had occasion 
lately to remark, that the ore raised in the past year, as given in 
“ Grylls’ Mining Sheet,” was nearly 10,000 tons less than the 
quantity obtained in the preceding year, although numerous com- 
panies had been projected, and were in active operation. It is true, 
that in many instances the mines had not been sufficiently worked 
to yield returns ; but the effect created by a demand for agents and 
miners, was naturally attended with an increase of wages; while the 
“ immediate” orders given to the foundries were well calculated 
to advance prices for the moment, to a price beyond that which was 
sufficient to yield a fair remuneration to the machinist. ‘These 
matters will, however, we doubt not, soon find their level, and the 
result will be useful, as being instructive to our mining friends. 

The union which has been formed by the Hayle Companies, or 
rather the understanding which exists, has of late allowed them to 
impose prices as unjust to the adventurers in mines as were formerly 
those (when the opposition existed) to their respective firms; but 
this is an evil which will cure itself, more especially when the rail- 
road from Hayle to Tresavean, traversing an extensive mining dis- 
trict, comes into action, and which must, in many respects, be 


highly beneficial to the mines 
t is not our wish, in directing the attention of our readers to 


these advances, in the slightest degree to detract from the value or 
importance of the undertakings in which they may have embarked, 
but are alone desirous of cautioning them from too hastily giving 
credence to prospectuses formed months long past, or placing their 
reliance on statements then made, and as we doubt not fairly ; 
as the reasoning then used will not apply to the present moment, 
from the circumstance of the prices of materials having been so 
considerably enhanced, and the cost of labour increased, without a 
corresponding rise in the price of ores. 

These remarks will, not however, of course apply to esti- 
mates of the present day, which will indeed have the advantage 
of any decline that may take place, and which may be naturally 
expected ere long. We shall return to the subject next week, 
when we purpose giving the prices of mining materials for the 
past thirty or forty years, with the standard of copper and prices 
of metals, fur a like period; the fluctuations in which will be 
found to have been very considerable.

It is here necessary 
to observe, that owing to the apparent embarrassment of this establishment, 
the credit of this mine has fallen very much into disrepute ; and it is asserted 
in the public-houses where the miners resort to, and even in the county 
generally, that the mine is in a state of insolvency, and thus we presume, the 
disinelination of miners or others to attach themselves to such an establish- 
ment: we believe that such reports are propagated by those persons who 
are desirous to see the mine in that state, and thereby become its occupants, 
knowing its value, for from every information we have been able to procure, 
there appears to be no doubt of its richness, if properly conducted. 

The shortness of the time we have been here, has not enabled us to get 

reports from captains unconnected with the mine—naturally those attached 

to it would be too much interested by locality to render it desirable to depend 
on theirs—but two of the most eminent of the county are about to examine 
and make a report of the mine, unconnected with each other, which will, we 
make no doubt, give you a fair and just account of its state, and these reports 
will be laid before you when prepared.

3 
this addition, with the great advance which the price of iron has sus- 
tained, will double the cost of this important item in the undertaking to 
twice the original amount calculated upon. 

Fosstt Inx.—The petrified remains of fossil loligo aid us in connect- 
ing successive systems of creation, which have followed each other upon our 
planet, as parts of one grand and uniform design. Thus the Fe 5 ofa 
bag of ink with an organ resembling a pen in the recent loligo, is a pecu- 
liar and striking association of contrivances, affording compensation for 
the deficiency of an external shell to an animal much exposed to destruc 
tion from its fellow-tenants of the deep. We find a similar association of 
the same organs in the petrified remains of extinct species of the same 
family, that are preserved in the ancient marl and limestone strata of the 
lias. Cuvier drew his figures of the recent sepia with ink extracted from 
its own body. I have drawings of the remains of extinct species prepared 
also with their own ink: with this fossil ink I might record the fact and 
explain the causes of its wonderful preservation. I might register the 
proofs of instantaneous death detected in these ink-bags, for they contain 
the fluid which the living sepia emits in the moment of alarm; and might 
detail further evidence of their immediate burial, in the retention of the 
forms of these distended membranes, since they would speedily have de- 
eayed and have spilt their ink, had they been exposed but a few hours to 
decomposition in the water, The animals must, therefore, have died sud- 
denly, and have been quickly buried in the sediment that formed the strata 
in which their ink-bags are thus preserved. The preservation also of so 
fragile a substance as the pen of a loligo, retaining traces even of its 
minutest fibres of growth, is not much less remarkable than the fossil 
condition of the ink-bags, and leads to similar conclusions. —Dr. Buck« 
land’s Bridgewater Treatise. 

Porasu vrom Bretr-Roor.—The beet-root, says a French paper, is 
about to acquire an additional title to the attention of agriculturists, by 
the new produce which, besides molasses and sugar, it is now found can 
be extracted from it. One of those productions, potash, will be, like 
sugar, the rival of an exotic commodity. Mr. Dubrunfant has been the 
first to discover the means of advantageously extracting this substanee 
from the residuum left after the distillation of molasses, and which have 
hitherto been thrown away after the separation of its alcohol. To give 
some idea of the importance of this new source of national wealth, it will 
be sufficient to say, that the quantity of potash yielded by Mr. D.'s pro- 
cess is equal to one-sixth of the quantity of sugar extracted from the beet- 
root. Thus, admitting the fact that eighty millions of pounds of tndi- 
genous sugar are annually produced, we may expect to obtain from the 
primary material fourteen millions of a saline substance, equal in every 
respect to the best potash imported, besides alcohol and other productions. 
At the present rate of prices the value of this quantity will be about eight 
or nine millions of francs; and these facts furnish an additional argument 


for the protection of our indigenous sugar against foreign competition.
